| come from a very strong Western Canadian landscape tradition and my 
goal is to work from within this tradition while making it more personal 
and contemporary. My work re-evaluates the present form of landscape, 
not in order to deny its validity, but in order to make it a more effective 
means of commincation and to more accurately represent my own personal 
experience. 


| originally started this series because of the similar connection | felt 
when | went to the Rocky Mountains or was touring the Cathedrals of 
Europe. | felt a sense of the past, of scale, and saw them both as sources 
of power. One is man-made and one is nature made. Both are Spiritual 
places. | became interested in putting the two experiences together in a 
way that spoke not only of spirituality but juxtaposed cultures, the new 
and the old. 


The irony is that the symbols used to portray these sources of power have 
become anesthetized due to mass-media and over-exposure. The Canadian 
Rockies, while natural and beautiful, have also become an over-used 
tourist symbol of the Canadian identity for precisely that same reason. 
The wilderness has been tamed by mass-marketing and tourism. Its 
effectiveness as a symbol of spiritual power has been desensitized--just 
as the religious, historical, and artistic fragments | have appropriated 
have been stripped of their power by reproduction and over-exposure. In a 
similar situation, landscape painting has lost some of its impact because 
it too, has become a familiar symbol suggesting the sublime. Because of 
its availability and accessibility it can be easily dismissed or ignored. 


My intention is to bring these elements together and work with this loss 
of power. By showing them as they are, not only as what they are meant 
to represent, | want to exploit the tension between the actual and the 
symbolic. My goal is to recharge these symbols by placing them in a new 
context which more accurately expresses a contemporary landscape.
